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Royal Bath?, splendidly built and magnificently 
fitted, stand near the Spa. The mineral springs on 
which Harrogate relies for its prosperity are here 
administered by specialists in over 60 different forms 
of treatment. The Royal Baths, which were built in 
1897 and enlarged more recently, include a winter 
garden in which concerts are given daily during the 
season. 
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
